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UPSETS AT LAKESIDE. 



Thera was excitement galore at Lakeside yes- 
terday. Things started out with a whoop in the 
first race, and from that time on happenings 
that furnished material for all kiud6 of gossip 
were plentiful. 

Perhaps one of the rankest bits of foul riding 
ever witnessed on the local tracks took place in 
the first race. Burns, on Ordnung, and H. Mar- 
tin, on Goal Runner, fought each other from 
the head of the stretch to the wire. That a dis- 
qualification would follow was a certainty. 
Colonel Clark was in the stand. But if the 
Colonel ever overlooked a chance to make a 
grandstand play he certainly did in this in- 
stance 

Goal Runner, after Martin had resorted to all 
the foul tactics in the book, beat Ordnung by a 
nose. Burns on the latter had been doing his 
share of fouling. That is he locked legs with 
Martin and brought several other tricks into 
play- Still, Tommy with his perpetual smile, 
had nerve enough to claim a foul and got away 
witb^oo. He had a shade the better of Mar- 
tin t^^he latter seemed to be the one that 
started the fouling by carrying Orduung out on 
the stretch turn. This Martin did but he claims 
that Burns started the foul work at the post. 
“Skeets” claims that no matter what position 
he would take at the post Burns would follow 
him and get into his way just as though it was 
his mission to get Goal Runner beaten. It was 
right enough that the latter should be dis- 
qualified, but had the judge set both horses 
back the decision would have met with ap- 
proval. Such foul riding is a bad thing on auy 
track and unless it is stopped at once may re- 
sult in loss of life. 

Ordnung, coupled with Falcon Light, was a 
0 to 5 favorite, and Gold Runner was one of the 
Ryan “good things.” Both were heavily played 
and the race created no end of excitement. 

The Ryan party came right back with another 
“hot one” in the second race. It was at one mile 
and twenty yards and had eighteen starters. 
They sent Dunois to the post and it certainly 
looked as though he far outclassed the bunch. 
“Skeets” Martin had the mount, and despite 
the size of the field, the colt was backed down to 
6 to 5 and less. That Dunois was far the best, 
and bad luck only kept his backers from cash- 
ing their tickets, hardly puts it strong enough. 
It was a case of Burns and Martin again as it 
was in the first race, and, although Burns did 
not win. he kept MartiD from doing so, and was 
almost the cause of a serious accident. 

Milwaukee, on which Burns had the mount, 
and Dunois, broke together. Milwaukee was 
on theoutside of Dunois and Burns proceeded 
to carry him across to the rail. A nasty mixup 
followed and it was only a miracle that kept 
Dunois from going down. By this time he was 
far back and seemed hopelessly beaten. Martin, 
however, set sail after the leaders, and to the 
surprise of everybody was three lengths in front 
of the field three fui longs from home. The 
colt must have run the quarter down the back 
stretch in record time, and this effort naturally 
had a felling effect. At the eighth post along 
came ^Bi'ataria and in a terrific drive from 
there ^ the wire got the verdict by a very nar- 
row margin. 

The defeat of Dunois was a hard blow to the 
talent, and they, of course, tried to get even on 
A1 Fresco. This colt looked almost a certainty, 
and with Burns up 1 to 2 was a royal price. The 
big players unloaded, and going to the post at 
2 to 5 was the best price against the ‘“Water- 
melon” Stable’s colt. When he was beaten 
there seldom before was seen so many fore- 
heads on Lakeside racetrack. The Devil turned 
the trick, and this consoled many. He was 



beaten easily by A1 Fresco the last time they 
met and this added more fuel to the already 
blazing flame. 

The doings previous tolwhat happened in the 
fourth race were mild in comparison. It was 
another meeting between Imp and Macy, and, 
judging fiom the easy way in which Macy had 
defeated the black filly last Saturday, it did 
not seem that she had a probable chance of 
beating the Schorr horse. Naturally, Macy 
was favorite at the short odds of 7 to 10. There 
was a heavy aggregate of money bet on him at 
that price. The pikers stuck to Imp and took 
3 to 2 against her for many a two spot. The 
amount of speed Imp had was surprising and 
there was never a spot in the road that she did 
not hold the race safe. She finished five open 
lengths in front of Macy and was pulled 
almost to a walk. Her sudden awakening 
was so astonishing that after pikers 
got through cheering one could hear a pin drop 
around the judges stand. The public thought 
sure Col. Clark would say something and all 
were eager to hear what it was going to be, but 
to the surprise of almost every racegoer that 
knows the judge he had nothing to say but “all 
right.” Imp first, Macy second. Storm King 
third. Time, 1 :55I. 

The fifth race went to O’Connell, the favorite 
aDd the sixth, which was run in the dark, re- 
sulted in a nose victory for Tenole with Diggs 
in the place. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Julius Bauer, trainer fcr Bromley & Co., ar- 
rived in Lexington this week. The older horses 
of the stable were recently sold oat east, but 
Mr. Bauer brought with him a batch of yearl- 
ings which he had broken in the east, and also 
took in charge the yearlings belonging to 
Bromley & Co. which had been broken and 
handled at the Kentucky Association track by 
William Steele, who was so snccessful in past 
years with the yearlings of Bromley & Co. 
Among the yearlings which Mr. Bauer brought 
with him was the $9,000 Hanover— Ursuline 
Nun colt. This colt is of the slow-developing 
type, and little has been done with him, but his 
trainer thinks he will prove a stake horse. The 
stable has taken up winter quarters at the 
Sayre farm, where it spent last season. —The 
Thoroughbred Record, 

Mr. J. B. Haggin has bought two Bend Or staT 
lious in England for his California establish- 
ment. They are the 4-year-old Orelio and the 
5-year-old Conroy. The former is a full brother 
to Ormonde, but was not a racing success. Mr. 
Haggin is also the purchaser of Meddler’s 
sire, the Derby winner, St. Gatien, 

An English paper says that a bookmaker 
named Dooley laid Arthur Lewis of Hamilton, 
Ont , $10,000 against $100 that Sloan would not 
be first home in both the Cesarewitch and the 
Cambridgeshire. He was second in one race 
and left at the post in the other. 

Messrs. Alfred Hennen Morris and Wyudham 
Walden are on a visit to Kentucky, their chief 
object being an inspection of the Morris mares 
now at McGrathiana, though it is uot uulikely 
that they may purchase a few yearlings or 
weanings. 

A Patron, Chicago— In the Great Eastern 
Handicap at Sheepshead Bay, Sept. 11, 1897, 
Hamburg won with 135 pounds up. This was 
the greatest weight he carried in any of his 
races as a two-year old.

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN TRAINING. 



in the training and handling of yearliLgs the 
English trainer, it may be stated, does not try 
his yearlings at all. In fact it is not until 
the fall after they are taken up aud broken, 
which occupies at least a couple of months, 
that they are asked to gallop, the general cus- 
tom being to lead them around with a surcingle 
or dumb jockey on their backs, from which side 
lines of rubber are attached to the checks of 
the bit, very loose at first, but gradually tight- 
ened as the youngsters get accustomed to re- 
straint. 

When the mouth has been made, they are 
then put through a course of what is called 
“lunging,” which is being made to trot and 
canter around a circle at the end of a long 
lunging rein. When all of this kindergarten 
part of the programme has been got through 
with, the youngster is then saddled for the first 
time, aud iu due course a lad gets a legup and 
the baby racer is then ridden at a walk 
for several weeks, so that yearlings there are 
handled all of two months before they are eveu 
asked to gallop. As I stated a week ago, year- 
ling trials are unknown in England, so that it 
is well on in the spring at 2-year-olds before 
the Eoglish trainer has seen his young brigade 
fairly extended. 

In passing I may here repeat what I wrote 
several years ago, that everything else being 
equal, the American bred 2-year-old will, up 
until, say, the middle of June, always beat the 
Euglish bred one, for the simple reason that he 
has had more range aud liberty. Consequently, 
when not ruined by too severe yearling trials, 
American youngsters come to hand earlier and 
show their real form much sooner than those 
reared under the more or less artificial condi- 
tions prevailing in England. 

In regard to getting horses ready for early 
spring engagements, the climate in England 
generally admits of horses being exercised out 
iu the open during the winter almost every day 
with but few exceptions. This, of course, is of 
great advantage, especially with gross heavy 
topped horses. The English trainer usually 
gives his horses more slow work before really 
sending them along in earnest than is custom- 
ary in this country, while all horses are exer- 
cised with clothing on, of some sort, and it is 
only when beiug worked out in a trial, as we 
term it here, that they are stripped of their 
clothing. 

The blanket idea as an adjunct in the fitting 
of horses has long since been exploded in this 
country. Doubtless the idea was imported but 
experience proved that the climatic conditions 
were so different that what might be necessary 
in England was injurious here. Iu the trying 
of horses the English trainer’s timer is a horse 
and not a watch, but I think the time is not far 
off when the watch as an adjunct to the trial 
horse will become general in England, and in 
this they would get the most reliable of all 
trials, which in a country where big turf coups 
are fashionable is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance. 

In stable management while all of the sur- 
roundings and general getup are on a much more 
elaborate scale in England, and with almost 
military discipline, when it gets down, however, 
to the commonsense treatment of the horse, the 
representative American trainer, in my opin- 
ion, shows much superior judgment in various 
ways, one of the most important being in re- 
gard to the grooming of horses, which is done 
in quite a matter of fact way and with none of 
the pounding or fuss that is thought necessary 
in the grooming of a horse in England. There 
the higher thj class of the horse the more he 
has to submit to a lot of humbug in this respect 



with the result that a large proportion of race- 
horses in training become fretful aDd irritable 
when being handled in the stable. 

But one of the most surprising things in a 
nation of practical horsemen such as the Brit- 
ishers are is that, unless when racing, horses 
are never taken out of their stalls from the time 
they come in from exercise until they are taken 
out again the next morning, and to further em- 
phasize this I may state that half open doors, 
such as are on all box stalls in this country, are 
almost unknown in an English training stable. 

The English trainer feeds his horses foui 
times a day — in the morning, then at what is 
called shutting up time, about 11 o’clock, aud 
from that time until 4 in the afternoon woe 
betide the ignoramus who would presume to 
ask to see the horses. In fact, owners, from the 
Prince of Wales down, w r ould not dream of tak 
ing guests to the stables during these forbidden 
hours. At 4 o’clock the horses, after being rested, 
are divested of their day clothing and groomed 
over a bit, night clothing put on and then fed 
and shut up again until 7 or 7 :30, when they are 
again fed and shat up for the night. 

In contrast to the English method in the lat- 
ter respects, at 3:30 or 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon the American trainer has his horses all 
taken out and walked from half to an hour or 
more. The wisdom of this is apparent as in ad 
dition to the stalls being thoroughly aired 
while the horses are out, the exercise, especially 
in the case of gross or groggy horses, is of 
great benefit, while the careful trainer is also 
afforded an opportunity to make many useful 
observations, especially in the spring of the 
year, when there is still lots to be learned of 
the many peculiarities which exist in any large 
string of racehorses iu trainiug. This one fea- 
ture of American training methods ought by all 
means to be copied and become genenal in Eng- 
land, as there is no argument whatever as to 
its practical importance. — “Kelston,” in Morn- 
ing Telegraph. 

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

Clawson is one of the few “star” riders 
that we have had in recent years that 
seems to have escaped an attack of swelled 
head. Yesterday he practically volunteered 
to ride Charley Rose and Trianon. In neither 
case did the colt’s handlers believe the 
horses had a chance of winning, and they 
had no intention of asking the boy to accept 
the mount, but he sought them out, and his 
good nature was not altogether wasted, as 
Trianon proved a winner. Picture what Sloan’s 
answer would be if he were asked to ride a 
horse like Charley Rose. Clawson owes much 
of his popularity to this spirit of fairness, and 
he can rest assured that in the eud he will be 
the gainer by it.— New York Journal. 



A race meeting at Lexington, immediately fol- 
lowing that now in progress at Latouia, is now 
an assured fact. The betting privileges and also 
the bar privileges for an eight-day meeting at 
the famous old Kentucky Association course, 
beginning Monday, 21st instant, have been let. 
Colonel Applegate will operate the betting ring. 
Yesterday Colonel Tarlton received a letter 
from Mr. Louis Straus, one of the promoters 
of the meeting-to-be, requesting him to officiate 
as presiding judge, and he notified Mr. Straus 
that he would gladly serve his Lexington 
friends by acting in that capacity- Colonel 
, Chinn, it is understood, will, as usual, handle 



the starter’s flag. Quite a number of horses 
that are now at Latonia will participate in the 
Lexington meeting prior to going into winter 
quarters in that vicinity, which, with horses 
already at the Lexington Association course, 
will insure sufficient racing material for the 
meeting.— Cincinnati Enquirer.
